How research developed a hobby 
of profound interest if reflected in 
an extraordinary collection of m a­ 
rine shells made by Dr. Henry C. 
Shetrone of Columbus. 
Henry was form er curator of 
archeology and later director of 
the Ohio Sate Archaeological and 
Historical Society. 
I first met him when he was re- 
excavating the famous Hopewell 
Mounds, located in the v a l l e y 
southeast of Sulphur Lick Hotel in 
Ross County, m any years ago. 
He was curator of archeology at 
that time. 
Later we spent much tim e at 
the Seip Mound near Bainbridge, 
when he directed the excavation 
at the big earthwork, which had 
been erected 800 to 1,000 years ago, 
by one tribe of Indians known as 
Moundbuilders. 
It was soon after completing that 
work that Henry wrote his book 
on “The Moundbuilders,” which is 
one of the outstanding works on 
the mysterious race of stone agers. 
His tenure in office as curator 
and later director was m arked by 
noteworthy achievements. He has 
long been regarded as an author- 
ity on archaeology and other sub- 
jects. 
While excavating some of t h e 
mounds, he found parts of m a­ 
rine shells among the 
unusual 
things left by the Moundbuilders. 
When he retired as director of 
the state Archaeological and His­ 
torical Society, he started research 
to establish what kind of marine 
shells the Moundbuilders had used, 
and which they m ust have obtained 
through barter from tribes on the 
coast. 
Recently, I spent a whole eve­ 
ning with Henry at his home in 
western Columbus. He showed me 
his big 
collection 
of 
wonderful 
Jewels of the Sea,” which he had 
accumulated while establishing the 
identity of the sections of shells 
found in the mounds. 
He will soon have a display of 
the Moundbuilder shells and their 
present day counterparts at the 
Ohio State Museum.

“ Yes, we have no potatoes” still 
seemed to be the song of the day 
around Washington C. H. grocery 
stores despite the government or­ 
der lifting price controls on all 
spuds. 
According to a spot check by 
the Record- Herald, some grocer­ 
ies expect shipments to start com­ 
ing in Saturday. 
Confirming predictions bf rising 
prices in AP reports, retail prices 
on spuds here shot up to about 
59 cents for five pounds as com­ 
pared to the old ceiling price of 
39 cents for five pounds. 
Spokesmen for two g r o c e r y 
wholesale establishments in Wash­ 
ington C. H also confirmed AP re­ 
ports 
that 
the 
potato 
shortage 
would ease up in a few weeks and 
that price would drop. 
Neither wholesale house expect­ 
ed to get any potatoes in for at 
least a couple of weeks. 
Quite a few housewives set out 
early Friday morning for down 
town Washington C. H. in quest 
of spuds, but not many of them 
had much luck unless they were 
old customers at a store which 
had managed to keep a few on 
hand 
throughout the 
shortage 
period. 
According to a spokesman for 
one of the wholesale houses, the 
current potato m arket is in South 
and North Carolina where he said 
shipments are “so far behind” he 
did not expect to get any spuds in 
for a “couple of weeks.” 
A spokesman at another whole­ 
sale house said he expected prices 
to come down as soon as the grow­ 
ers start digging them and when 
the home grown variety appear on 
the m arket in July. 
In a spot check of five down­ 
town stores in Washington C. IL, 
the Record-Herald only found one 
that had potatoes in its bins.

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How Much Do You Know About Hidden Taxes? 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


It seem s unfortunate that so much talk 
and so much writing has to be done re­ 
garding taxes at the present time, but as 
one Washington C. H. man said a few 
days ago, “If we do not keep protesting 
and informing people, the big-wigs in the 
governm ent keep taking it for granted 
that heavy taxes don’t bother people be­ 
cause they think they are getting m o r e 
m oney.” 


As a fact not one taxpayer in a hundred 
suspects how much hidden taxes are add­ 
ing to the things he buys. All this adds 
up to growing inflation. 


These hidden taxes, for the most part. 
are in addition to the heavy income and 
other taxes all of us have to pay. The 
people who are living on a comparatively 
sm all fixed income are hit hardest by the 
inflationary spiral. 
One business man in this community 
said the other day that when a customer 
walks into a showroom and lays out $2,- 
000 for a new auto, as an example, over 
$000 of the total price he pays already 
has 
stuck to 
t$e fingers of federal, 
state and local tax collectors. Some of it 
is paid direct at the time of purchase, 
som e hidden in material and in the pro­ 
cesses of manufacture. 
One Fayette County man made t h e 
startling statement recently that when a 
car owner pays the average 
price 
of 
about 26 cents per gallon for gas, approx­ 
im ately half of that 
price, 
sometim es 
more, goes into taxes. It is not the im ­ 
mediate federal and state taxes alone, 
which he pays on a gallon of gas, but 
certain hidden taxes from the oil field 
through the refinery, taxes which the av­ 
erage individual knows little, if anything, 
about. 


On numerous other item s including 
milk, meat, bread and other necessities, 
direct and hidden taxes come to alm ost' 
half the cost of the product. 
Today the average American is turn­ 
ing over about 32 cents of every dollar 


he earns to one type of tax collector or 
another. On a $3,500 annual income, this 
means that an average family pays $799 
in hidden taxes—in addition of course to 
income taxes which amount to another 
S299 approximately. 
It is widely agreed that a tax load of 
25 cents on the average citizen’s dollar 
is about as high as a government can 
safely go. Above that point taxes push up 
prices and sap incentive. They make a 
man think twice before risking his cash 
tc make a profit. Unduly heavy taxes dry 
up and scare off the flow of equity capi­ 
tal into new plants, equipment and pro­ 
ducts—the foundation of our industries 
and their future growth. 
We are already approximately seven 
cents past the danger line. 


Business The Key 
There is nothing more interesting or 
important in these tim es than what is 
grouped under the general designation of 
business. Production and availability of 
goods and services are principal factors 
in the nation’s economy. 


To bring to the people the necessities 
ol life as well as luxuries is the purpose 
of business. No figures are watched more 
closely than those contained in the week­ 
ly business index. Sales volume and price 
fluctuations disclose trends to both man­ 
ufacturer and retailer. 


When government attem pts to regulate 
either or both the entire economy is han­ 
dicapped. Law's against monopolies are 
necessary, but the government should go 
little further than that if business is to 
operate in an orderly and profitable man­ 
ner. 


Under present conditions no business, 
large or sm all, can be certain what rules 
m ay be imposed upon it tomorrow or 
next week. But who would deny that the 
entire welfare of the nation depends upon 
progress business is permitted to make?

Blood Transfusions 
Valuable Medical A id

E veryone who re a d s the news 
p a p ers knows th at blood tran s 
fusions have been life-savers in 
m an y different kinds of cases 
—from tho new born “ blue baby 
to the wounded soldier in the 
field. 


T ransfusion has becom e one of 
our most valuable m ed ical treat 
m en ts since we h av e discovered 
new and b e tte r w ay s of p rep arin g 
and handling blood. Now we are 
also learning to re d u ce the haz 
a rd s of receiving blood. 


M any Medical Uses 


T h ere a re m an y m edical uses 
for blood transfusions. 
One, of 
course, is to re p la ce blood lost 
in 
certain 
-serious 
conditions, 
such as sev ere h e m o rrh a g e . Sup­ 
plying blood to a vein h as been 
life saving 
in 
c ertain 
diseases 
w h ere the blood h as low clotting 
ability. I his is seen w h ere there 
is a lack of platelets and other 
clotting su b stan ces in the blood- 
and in hem ophilia, a condition 
th at p r o d u c e s u n m an a g ea b le 
bleeding. 


* In 
addition, 
transfusions 
are 
used to in crease the oxygen in 
the blood in such conditions as 
h e m o rrh a g e, a n em ia, and severe 
poisoning. 


Supplies P roteins 


Blood can also be of g re a t v al­ 
ue in m aking up a lack of pro 
teins in the body. This condition 
is found in sev ere liver disease, 
and diso rd ers of the kidneys and 
bowel (u lcerativ e colitis.) 
The transfusion m ethod is help­ 
ful against certain se v e re infec­ 
tions that do not respond to the 
usual trea tm e n ts . It se e m s that 
a 
blood transfusion m a y c arry 
the necessary antibodies to fight 
the infection. 


C ertain Risks 


A patient who receiv es blood 
runs certain risks of allergic r e ­ 
actions, which m ak e it u n d esir­ 
able to give a transfusion unless 
th ere is an actual m ed ical need 
for it. The person with such a , 
reactio n can run a high fever, 
b reak out in a rash , and becom e 
quite ill 
R ecently it has been found that 
adding an an tih istam in e d rug to 
the blood as it is given prevents , 
m an y of the sev ere allergic re 
! 


•crions 
This m ak es it s a fe r to 
use a transfusion when needed, 
and helps rem o v e fe ars on the 
p a rt of the patient.

Might Have Happened 


The story appeared in one of 
the world s most popular maga 
zines a year or two ago concern­ 
ing a doctor who was hurrying 
to a hospital in the hipe of sav­ 
ing a boy’s life. The case was a 
critical one, and he was the only 
surgeon that might save the lad s 
life. 


As he drove at high speed down 
a highway he waHlagged down by 
a pedestrian who 
took

away from him at the point of a 
gun. No appeal 
of

surgeon 
could move him. 


A little later he was able to per­ 
suade another motorist to drive 
him to the hospital, but he ar­ 
rived a few minutes too late. The 
little boy was dead. Beside the bed 
stood the man who had taken his 
car from him, and the nurse said, 
“ Dr, B 
I want you to meet 
the boy’s father.” And to the man 
with the gun she said, “ This is the 
doctor who might have saved his 
life if he had been able to get 
here in tim e.” When the eyes of 
the two men met each one recog­ 
nized the other.

A hazard like that is a part of 
the price we pay for having de 
veloped our technology to the point 
we have. Every step in the pro­ 
cess provides some thief with an 
opportunity. 


Lost Sense of Responsibility 


Modern society cannot long sur­ 
vive without a strong sense of so­ 
cial responsibility. 
Every 
man’s 
life, every day, depends upon the 
integrity of thousands of other men 
he has never seen. 
The worker or the manufacturer 
who steals because he cannot be 
caught is as much an enemy of a 
secret government as any Com­ 
munist agent could be. No demo­ 
cracy will fail because of the as­ 
saults which fall upon it from with­ 
out, but because of the betrayals 
to which it ii subjected from with­ 
in. 
There is a vast need for a sol­ 
emn and insistent teaching of the 
doctrine of personal responsibility, 
in which the home, the church, and 
the school must share. We have 
organizations which undertake to 
protect our civil rights; we need 
something to teach us our social 
responsibilities, for there can be 
no maintenance of rights without 
the assumption of responsibility. 
It is precisely at this point that 
labor and management need some 
careful education if the nation is 
to survive.

The Festival of Trinity is the 
culmination of the Christian's prog­ 
ress through the Christian year. 
which observes the Life of Christ 
and the great events and acts of 
God in history. 
This Festival is the culmination 
of the development of Christian th e ­ 
ology . the final statement of C h ris . 
ban Faith that God who is One 
God, is also, according to the Scrip­ 
ture. the eternal Son. 
The Nicene creed, the first uni­ 
versal creed of the Universal Chris- 
tian Church, affirms that God the 
Son, is eternal with His Father 
(begotten, not made) and “ of one 
substance” with Him, that He is 
Very God of Very God” (very 
meaning ‘true’) and that the Holy 
Spirit, as Lord and life-giver, pro­ 
ceeds from the Father, and with 
Him and the Son is to be “ wor­ 
shipped and glorified-’ in equal dig­ 
nity and rank. (See S. John 1:1-18, 
14:1, Phillipians 2:6-11, Colossians 
1:15-20, and Hebrews 1 :1-19.) 
This doctrine of the Trinity is a 
hard saying” for many people and 
needs careful and prayerful consid- 
eration by all Christian people. 
Christians seldom give serious 
consideration to it, and yet (he 
majority of Christian bodies accept 
the doctrine of the Trinity as part 
of the faith of the Church. 
People often say “ we want re­ 
ligion and not theology 
but there 
is no religion without theology. For 
theology is the ‘knowledge of God” 
(Webster). And how shall we have 
a religion without the “ knowledge 
of God” ? 


So the Church, down through the 
centuries, 
has 
discovered 
that 
God’s power and revelation was 
experienced in actual life of men in 
these distinct 
relationships: 
the 


Father-Creator; the Son-Redeemer 
and the Holy Spirit; the Life-Giver 
and Comforter. Each of these ex­ 
periences is a revelation by which 
( hristians 
are 
in distinct touch 
with God Himself, a God who is 
one, not three. So it is, that in 
the experience of generations of 
men since the time of Jesus Christ, 
the 
mystery 
is 
understandable 
through Faith. For what man is 
there who can presume to know 
the Mind of God? But the fact 
s 
that devout 
Christians from 
the 
very b e g i n nings of Christendom 
have been able to say with faith 
and devotion: 
“ First, I learn to believe in God 
the Father, who hath made me and 
all the world. 
“ Secondly, in God the Son, who 
hath redeemed me, and all man­ 
kind.

“ Thirdly, in God the Holy Spirit, 
I who* sanctifieth me, and all the 
people of God. 
“ And this Holy Trinity, One God, 
j I praise and magnify, saying, 
“ Glory be to the Father, and to 
the Son. and to the Holy Ghost; 
“ As it was in the beginning, is 
now and ever shall be 
“ World without end. A M EN .”
